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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the angular division of a circular table 
and a worm wheel assembled into a worm wheel shaft attached to a circular table, as claimed in 
claim 1, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be 
entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Specification 

The amendment filed 7/1 1/2003 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: Applicant's addition of mechanical structure to the invention in 
the form of a table intended to be angularly divided by the dividing head, and wherein a worm 
wheel is assembled into a worm wheel shaft attached to a circular table. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
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pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Applicant's addition of mechanical structure to the invention in the form of a table 
intended to be angularly divided by the dividing head, and wherein a worm wheel is assembled 
into a worm wheel shaft attached to a circular table set forth or even implied by the original 
disclosure. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 2, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear to the Examiner what the structural relationships are between the worm 
wheel, the worm wheel shaft, and the circular table or tables are. It is also unclear what "angular 
division" is, with respect to the circular table(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 2, and 5, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Guichard (US Pat. 4,615,230) in view of Falk (US Pat. 4,093,052). 

Guichard (US Pat. 4,615,230) discloses a dividing head for angular division of a circular 
table 217 (as broadly recited the ring gear fulfills the limitations set forth in claim 1), wherein a 
worm wheel 214a, 214b is assembled into a worm wheel shaft that is attached to the circular 
table utilizing a multiple lead type worm (fig. 6). 

However, Guichard (US Pat. 4,615,230) does not disclose the worm bodies being 
adjustable. 

Falk (US Pat. 4,093,052) discloses a hollow body 25; 

a drive shaft 26 fitted into a hollow portion of said body, and an assembler 1 1, 12, 13, 14, 
15 16, 27, 30 having an annular portion which is coaxial with said drive shaft to couple both by 
frictional engagement; 

said assembler includes a cylinder 11, 12, 13, 14 which forms said annular portion, the 
cylinder being disposed between said body and said drive shaft, having a fluid reservoir in an 
interior of the cylinder, and being expandable with the outer periphery and the inner periphery of 
said cylinder displaced outwardly and inwardly in the radial direction by the pressure of the 
reservoir fluid (fig. 3); 

a flange 16 integrally following one end of said cylinder and having a screw hole (around 
part 30) connected to said reservoir; 

and a screw member 30 screwable into said screw hole; and 
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wherein said body has a fitting hole for receiving said cylinder, the fitting hole having a 
larger diameter than that of said drive shaft in an axial position corresponding to said body's 
outer circumference (fig. 3). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have utilized the coupling and uncoupling means of Falk (US Pat. 
4,093,052) on all of the worm bodies within worm gear assembly of Guichard (US Pat. 
4,615,230) so as allow for general uncoupling and uncoupling of torque transmitting elements 
wherein large changes in temperature fluxuations have less impact on the performance of said 
elements, as suggested by Falk (US Pat. 4,093,052). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 2, and 5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
